a Collection of employment and job data having at least two entries; 
wherein the collection of employment and job data is organized into at least two 
taxonomies;\

wherein the search engine returns, in response to a search request identifying at least a 
first taxonomy of the at feast two taxonomies, a list of the categories associated with the at least 
first identified taxonomy, along with the number of entries associated with each of the categories 
associated with the at least first identified taxonomy.
